It is 
a great world economic trust wherein 
a few men sitting iu secret may con- 
trol the. economic destinies of peoples. 
It is not a league of peoples, nor does 
it anywhere concern itself with peo- 
ples.

for whom governments sbould exist, 
the league goes a step farther from 
them.

The home gardener who has been 


onto his job. says the Middlesex coun- 
Ly bureau of agriculture, has already 
been out in his garden carefully scru- 
tinizing his cabbages, peas and other 
vegetables for traces of plant lice. It 
is safe to say that these aphtds ran 
be found in any garden at this time, 
so it is well • to he on the \vatch for 
these pests and have some spray ma- 
terial in preparation. 


Plant lice vary in size and color but 


may be recognized easily on account 
of their soft bodies with long legs 
and feelers. 
They are a very destruc- 


tive pest as they breed in large 
num- 


bers. 
It does not take -long Cor a 


number of plant lice to suck the Juices 
from a plant and kill It. 


Because they are a sucking insect 


they cannot be controlled by arsenical 
poisons " or paris green. 
The 
aphid 


thrusts its, sharp bill through the leaf 
of the plant and sucks the juices from 
within. 
They can be controlled by a i 


contact spray, the purpose ' of which 
is to burn the tender body of the 
apliids. 


The two popular contact sprays for 


plant lice are the 40 per cent nicotine 
sulphate, spray known on the market 
as ''black leaf 40" and kerosene emul- 
sion. 
The home gardener usually has 


better results with the former spray 
as the kerosene emulsion often caus- 
es much damage to the plant itself 
unless it is properly prepared. 


Nicotine sulphate should he used at 


the rate of 1 *,£ 
teaspoonfuls "black 


leaf -10" and one cubic inch of soap 
per gallon of wa/er. 
The soap helps 


as a spreader a.nn sticker for the 
mix- 


ture and should, 
always 
be 
added 


when the "black leaf 40 is used alone. 
The above proportion is stronger than 
what is recommended on the package 
but we find that the manufacturers' 
proportion is not strong enough in a 
great many cases. 


The other spray for plant lice 
-ker- 


osene emulsion—can either be pur- 
chased or manufactured at home.- To 
make this spray dissolve one cubic 
inch of soap in a cup of water and 
boil on the stove a few minutes until 
the 
soap 
Is 
thoroughly dissolved. 


When this has been accomplished re- 
more the solution from the stove and 
add to it two cupfuls of kerosene. 
Stir very thoroughly until the solu- 
tion becomes 
completely 
emulsified. 


The solution must be violently agitat- 
ed u n t i l a creamy mixture has been 
obtained. 
This solution must he di- 


luted at the rate of one part to IS 
parts of water before the plants are 
sprayed with it.

member, it was destroyed later by pro- 
Germans. Then 1 began to realize that 
the talk I hail heard was not so .foolish 
after all. 


"One 
night 
early 
in 
September 


my boat was moored to Lhe wharf at 
Avenport, N. S. 
A boy helper and I 


were asleep on hoard. We were awak- 
ened about midnight by two men xvith 
revolvers coming down Lhe companion 
way. 
They told me I was under arrest. 


"I asked them what 1 had done, but 


the only reply I received was an order 
to put out my hands. They handcuffed 
us both and we were taken In an.auto- 
mobile to the jail in Worcester. 
Here 


one of the men remarked that the boy 
didn't know anything; and he was al- 
lowed to'go. after being warned to keep 
mouth shut or his life would pay the 
penalty. 
I was taken downstairs and 


locked in a cement cell. 


Tried On n Fnkc Charge 


"The next day 1 was tried on a charge 


of having furnished soldiers with li- 
quor. They were unable to produce any 
evidence against me, but. I was given 
;a sentence of 60 days in jail.

"There were several women in cells 


I above me, for what reason T don't know. 
[Often 1 would hear their screams. 
One 


young woman told me her name was 
Dorothy Arnold, and that she had been 
kept a prisoner for four years. 
What 


became of tho girls, I don't know. 


"They, fed me very little during my 


stay in jail, and what they did give 
me was poor. 
Once I did not get a 


bite of 
food 
for 
three 
days. They 


forced mustard gas through the venti- 
lators of the cell, and 
this 
nearly 


killed me. 
I protected myself as best. 


I could by breathing through a blan- 
ket. 


"My wife Used to .come to see me, 


but the jail 'keeper only allowed her 
to stay a few moments. They read all 
my letters, and I finally hit upon the 
scheme of slipping a note to my wife 
in my necktie and when she called to 
get my washing the letters went along. 
She would write aii 'answer and place 
it in the tie when she brought my 
clothes back to me the following week. 
By this, means T was able to send let- 
ters to different 
officials asking for 


help, but no help ever came. 


"Often men came to the cell and of- 


fered me money if 1 would become a 
member of law breakers, and art ns 
pilot on a ship hi which they said they 
were cruising oft the coast in the in- 
terests ot Germany.

false, they said. 
They had recently 


come from the United States to enlist 
in a Canadian regiment, according to 
their siory. They were fine young men 
ami we talked tosether for about two 
hours. 
Suddenly the door of the cell 


was thrown open and four men opened 
fir ft on the poor boys with revolvers. 
The hoys didn't have a chance, but 
they put up a fight with their bare 
hands until they died. 
1 was stabbed 


twice In the side, but fortunately it 
ivasn't serious. 


"Then they left mo with the three 


dead boys lying on the floor in a pool 
of 
blood. 
Later in the night they 


came and removed their bodies and 1 
was left alone once more. 


•The next day I was taken to an in- 


sane asylum at Dartmouth. 
Kere I 


was forced to undergo untold misery, 
but I finally escaped after three months 
by jrning out in tho yard on a pretence 
of doing some work, and hiding in the 
woods until night. 


"Although it was lato- in February. 
! 6. the night was not so very rold, 1 


started for my home in Five Islands, 
ivhere I had lived for some years. 
It 


is 121 miles from Dartmouth, and 1 
was several days in getting there. 1 
walked most 
of 
the way, although 


sometimes I got a lift for a few miles 
n a team that was passing by. 


"I got home at last and found that 


my wife, and son were all well. My wife 
had received a letter from the doctor 


charge of the institution stating 


that I had escaped and that they ex- 
pected that as I was 'almost normal 
now.' I would head for home. I sent for 
my clothes the 
following- day which, 


were forwarded from the asylum with- 
out delay. 


"Early in April I was shot at while 


outside my home on Five Islands, the 


let nearly hitting my son who WHS 


playing near me. 
I rushed 
to the 


woods nearby but could find no trace 
of my assailant. 


"All that summer T worked at my 


trade, going about in my boat on fish- 
ing-trips and sometimes going down to 
Windsor, but I wasn't molested again, 
rhnt is, not at that time. 


'In September I came to thn United 


States, and about a month afterwards 
my wife and family followed me. 
I 


came to Boston first, and worked on 
the railroad for awhile. 
Tt was while 


I was living in Lexington that the 
last attempt on my life took place. 


"I was on my way home from visit- 


ing my sister, Mrs. Wallace Wessinger. 
when someone blazed away at me with 
a revolver. 
Ho fired five^ shots, one 


of them .grazing my cheek. 
I could 


barely bee him in the, darkness, and 
when he saw that his shots had taken 
no effect, he "beat it" as you would 
say in America. 


Came to LovrrM In 1017 


"I came to Low ell in the 
fall of 


1917. and my wife and I went to' live 
at 56- Sixth'street. 
T got a job in the 


Lawrence street plant of 
the 
TT. S. 


Cartridge Co., and worked there until 
the plant curtailed its help last fall. 
Then 1 worked on the Boston & Maine 
railroad for a short time, and in April 
we moved to Aiken avenue. 


"I took a few weeks' trip to Maine, 


and 
carnn hack about three weeks 


a.E;o and have since been working for 
Mr. Tnrbello, 
the gardener. 
I 
have 


marte complaints 
lo many 
officials, 


both in Nova Scotia ami in this coun- 
try about the outrages T was sub- 
jected to, but it had no result.

MAKE WAR NOW 


ON PLANT LICE 


'The home gardener who has been 


onto his job, says the Middlesex coun- 
ty bureau of agriculture, has already 
been out In his garden carefully scru- 
tinizing- his cabbages, peas and other 
vegetables for traces of plant lice. It; 
is safe to say that - these anhids can 
be found in any garden at this time, 
so it is well to he on the watch for 
these pests and have some spray ma- 
terial in preparation. 


Plant lice vary in size and color but 


may be recognized easily on account 
of their soft bodies with long legs 
and feelers. They are a very destruc- 
tive pest as they breed in large num- 
bers. 
It does not take long for a 


number of plant lice to suck the juices 
from a plant and kill it. 
; Because they are a sucking- insect 
they cannot be controlled by arsenical 
poisons or par is green. 
The aphid 


thrusts its sharp bill through the leaf 
of the plant and sucks the juices from 
within. They can be controlled by a 
contact spray." th> purpose of which 
Is to burn the lender body of "the 
aphids. 


The two popular contact sprays for 


plant lice are the- 40 per cent nicotine 
sulphate spray known on the market 
as "black leaf 40" nnd kerosene cmul- j 
sion. The home gardener usually lias 
; 


better results with the former spray 
as the kerosene emulsion often caus- 
es mnch damage to the plant itseU 
unless it is properly prepared.- 


Nicotine sulphate should be used at 


the rate of 1 % teaspoonfnls "black 
leaf 40" and one cubic inch of soap 
per gallon of water. 
The soap helps 


as a spreader and sticker for the mix- 
ture and should 
always 
he 
added 


when the "black leaf -10 is used alone. 
The above proportion is stronger than 
what is recommended on the package 
but we find that the manufacturers* 
proportion is not strong enough in a 
great many cases. 


The other spray for plant lice—ker- 


osene emulsion—can either be pur- 
chased or manufactured at home. To 
make this spray dissolve one cubic 
inch of soap in a cup of water and 
boil on the stove a few minutes until 
the 
soap 
is 
thoroughly dissolved. 


When this ha? been accomplished re- 
move the solution from the stove and 
add to it 'two cupful? of kerosene. 
Stir very thoroughly until the solu- 
tion become? 
completely 
emulsified. 


The solution must he violently agitat- 
ed until a creamy mixture lias been 
obtained. 
This solution must he di- 


luted at the rate of one part to 15 
parts of water before the plants are 
sprayed with it.
